The  Present  Position  and  Qnestion. 

In  the  light  of  the  facts  as  they  are,  the  present  situation  re- 
solves itself  into  the  question:  Is  not  the  Liberal  party  justified 
in  doing  all  in  its  power  by  constitutional  means  to  compel  Mr. 
Borden  to  carry  out  the  policy  of  a  Canadian  Naval  Service  as  un- 
animously agreed  to  by  parliament  in  1900,  and  to  prevent  a  com- 
plete departure  from  this  position  simply  that  by  further  com- 
promises of  an  unpatriotic  nature,  he  and  his  followers  may  be 
enabled  to  share  the  emoluments  of  office?  In  the  absence  of 
anything  save  deception  to  justify  the  coarse  on  \rttich  lb.  Borden 
Is  now  proposing  to  embark,  inonid  not  the  people  of  the  Do- 
minion be  given  an  upuurUuiity  of  pinnonncing  npon  the  policy 
to  be  followed  by  Oanaoa  in  respect  of  Surtl  defence,  and  to  say 
whether  they  prefer  the  carrying  out  of  a  policy  on  which  both  parties 
have  been  agreed  in  parliament,  or  the  entering  upon  a  policy  which, 
not  less  from  its  origin  than  the  ends  it  is  intended  to  serve,  is  fraught 
with  most  serious  consequences  to  the  whole  Dominion?
